He arrlyed home in August, 
3867, and а few weeks afterwards he 
wes called by Pres. Brigham Young to 
go 10 Wasatch county to act as pre- 
siding Bishop. He was ordained and 
Set apart to that office Dec. 2, 1867, Un- 
der his wise and practical management 
Wasatch county soon became a pros- 
perous and desirable locality and Heber 
City especially grew to be a town of 
importance, When the settlements of 
the Saints in Provo vailey, or Wasatch 
county, were organized into а -Sta 
of Zion, in 1877, Abram Hatch was ap- 
pointed its president, and in that са- 
pacity he served about a quarter of а 
century. Eis duties as president were 
neecssarily various, active and con- 
tinuous.. “He took a leading part in all 
measures adopted for the development 
of the resources of the county, and 
utilized them for building up the Stake 
and promoting both the material,moral 
and spiritual уеге of the people, in 
improving Church property, superin- 
tending the erection of public edifices. 
buflding roads, bridges, irrigating ca- 
nals, ete.” Не also established a 
ranch in Ashley valley, where settle- 
ments of the Saints, that have since 
grown into a Stake of Zion, were 
founded. Pres, Hatch has served 
several times in the Utah legislature, 
has acted as probate judge of Wasatch 
county and been elected to many other 
offices within the gifts of the people.

SMART, William Henry president 
of the Wasatch Stake of Zion, is the 
son of Thomas S. Smart and Ann Hay- 
ter, and was г April 6, 1862, at 
Franklin, Oneida county, Idaho. His 
father was one of the founders of 
Franklin, having moved from Provo to 
Tdaho in 1860; and it was here that the 
days of William's boyhood and early 
youth were passed, and his early school 
training received. He was baptized in 
1872, ordained a Teacher Sept. 23, 1877, 
and acted as second and later as first 
counselor to the president of his quo- 
rum. When seventeen years of aga 
he entered the Brigham Young College 
at Logan, then in its infancy. Here 
he spent two years, and then entered 
the normal department of the Univer- 
sity of Utah, from which he graduated 
in the spring of 1883. Returning to

MURDOCK, Joseph Royal, first 
counselor to Pres. Wm. Н, Smart (pres- 
ident of the Wasatch Stake of Zion), is 
the son of Nymphas С. and Sarah М. 
Murdock, and was born Aug. 11, 1858, 
in Salt Lake City, Utah, where he 
remained until 1871, when he moved to 
Charleston, Wasatch county, where he 
has since resided, He completed the 
common school course, and also attend- 
ed the В. У. Academy at Pyovo in 
1875-76. Не was married to Margaret 
Wright, daughter of Wm. and Jemima 
Wright, Nov. 28; 1878. Their union has 
been blessed with ten children, all of 
whom are living. | For three years he
